index and lens aperture, and automatical 
ly sets the shutter speed required for 
proper exposure. If you change any of 
these three variables—exposure index, 
aperture, or the intensity of the light 
falling on the cell—the camera immedi- 
ately changes shutter speed and indicate 
the new setting in a window on top of 
the camera 

The popular 8-m electric-eye movie 
cameras use the tiny current generated 
by a photo cell to control a pair of prac 
tically weightless metal masks that pivot 
to change lens aperture. This approach 
is not practical with the much larger 
diameter 75-mm lens on the 66. Instead, 
Agfa uses the photo cell current to move 
a lightweight arm which covers or un- 
covers tiny perforations on the top of a1 
air drum. This, in turn, regulates a piston 
which is mechanically linked to the shut- 
ter. Thus, a sensitive electrical systen 
controls a pneumatic-mechanical system 
which actually performs the heavy work 
of changing shutter-speed settings 

Shooting with the Automatic is a good 
bit simpler than explaining how it work 
First, the ASA dial on top of the camera 
; set to the proper film speed. Turn both 
the shutter and round switch next to the 
automatic shutter speed window to the 
green “A” for automatic operation. Set 
the diaphragm ring to the desired f-stop 
Since it is best to know what shutter 
speed the camera has planned, place the 
Automatic in picture-taking position and 
observe the shutter speed indicated in 
the window. If it is too fast or too slow 
adjust the diaphragm to change to a more 
desirable shutter speed The automatic 
shutter is accurate over a 1/15 to 1/250 sex 
ond range, an 1 red areas above and below 
these speeds in the indicator window 
warn of incorrect exposure. If you wish 
to shoot at a different shutter speed than 
the camera indicates, simply change to 
another f stop the shutter speed will re- 
adjust immediately 

Agfa’s pilot model shown at Photokina 
had only the fully automatic pneumatic 
shutter, arousing biting comment in the 
photographic press. There was no choice 
but to accept the exposure dictated by 
the camera, and if the camera considered 
the light level too low for correct ex- 
posure, it simply locked the shutter re- 
lease. 

In its present form, however, the Auto 
matic 66 provides a second manually-set 
shutter, a Prontor with conventional 
geared timing, 1 to 1/300 second speeds, 
MX synchronization, and a _ self-timer, 
which can override completely the auto 
matic mechanism 

The rest of the camera is quite conven- 
tional. Its 214-square format gives twelve 
frames on 120 roll film. The exposure 
counter is self-resetting, and stops the 
wind knob automatically for each frame. 
A lever on the lens mount cocks the 
shutter; the body shutter release triggers 
either the manually-set or automatic 
shutter. 

Though Agfa’s camera predates the 
now popular electric-eye 8-mm movie 
cameras with automatic diaphragms,

N THIS age of space research and development, photog- 
raphy is one of two most important tools of the scien- 
tist, the engineer, the medical researcher, and the mis- 

sile or rocket manufacturer. We often hear our present era 
referred to as “The Age of Electronics,” but | feel that this 

is a rather false label. Photography today is just as im- 

portant as electronics. 

Whether we are trying to learn more about our planet. 
earth, or about the vast enigmatic universe, photography 
shares the work-load equally with electronics. You simply 
cannot analyze any of the forces that exist in the universe 
without recording them (photographically) or in terms of 
electronics. When you can’t use one. the other works for 
you. Quite often they work together as a perfect tech- 
nological team. 

Our entire concept of the universe is based upon two 
techniques: first, the photographic recording of stars and 
the galaxies that contain them: and second, the analysis of 
emanations from stars, galaxies, and gas clouds in distant 
space. So again, electronics and photography are abso- 
lutely the only tools we have on earth right now that can 
define the nature of the universe to us. 

Space, mankind’s last great frontier, is basically de- 
pendent upon electronic and photographic methods to de- 
termine whether or not it will be conquered. It is 
imperative that universal forces be accurately defined if we 
are ever to send crews of men out into the black void—and 
bring them back alive. 

Here are examples of only a few instances in which the 
camera is vitally important to space scientists.

T His FALL will mark the 10th anniversary of the Polaroid 

Land system of picture-in-a-minute photography which 
was introduced commercially on November 28, 1948, when 
the original Model g5 camera was first marketed. Derived 
from the spare-time researches of its inventor, Dr. Edwin H 
Land, which were carried out during the war years, the new 
process was based upon an entirely new departure in the 
history of photography: a self-contained picture film in 
corporating negative and positive emulsions plus the neces 
sary processing chemicals. The unique Polaroid Land cam 
era served not merely as a picture-taking instrument, but 


also as its own portable darkroom permitting finished prints 
to be viewed only 60 seconds after their exposure. Despite 
the instantaneously enthusiastic response which swamped 
the company with orders for cameras and film, the process 
was greeted by a considerable amount of skepticism and 
outright criticism. 

Criticism was aimed at both the camera (too big, too 
clumsy, too heavy, and lacking in many modern conven 
iences) and at the film (for its old-fashioned sepia tone, 
poor sharpness, inferior keeping-qualities and malfunctions 
such as tearing, streaking, mottling). Responding to its

| WANT TO KNOW 


How can ! make close-ups ? 


Gene Plotnik of New York City writes: 

“T want to make pictures of inconspicuous people living in their 

own private worlds. But for the life of me I can’t summon 

up the nerve to put a camera up in front of someone's face and snap. 
How do the great candid photographers do it? Do they snap and run? 
Do they excuse themselves, or do they beg the subject's cooperation? 

Do they often resort to telephoto lenses or other tricks of concealment? 
Or are they so presumptuous and egotistical as to aim the camera ’s 


prying eye at any and everyone who interests them and let the 


subject’s feelings be damned”? . . . How in heaven's name do they get 


the nerve to take them?” The editors of Popular Photography reply: 


You can easily find photographers who shoot and 
run, those who beg or buy the subject’s cooperation, 
and others who use telephoto or long-focus lenses to 
achieve their ends—-namely, candid close-ups. Un- 
fortunately, there are some who are so presumptuous 
or so occupied with their work that they have little 
regard for the feelings of the people they photograph. 

But on the other hand, it’s also easy to find great 
photographers who have tremendous compassion for 
their subjects and at the same time extreme sensitivity 
toward their own work. One topnotch photo essayist 
who went to Hungary to make pictures during the re- 
volt in 19°56 became so involved with the plight of the 
victims that he took no pictures—he spent all his time 
trying to help the refugees. 

\ good example of two different approaches was 
the coverage of the Andrea Doria sinking. As the sur- 
vivors were brought ashore, many photographers ig- 
nored the feelings of these shocked victims by shoot- 
ing off flashbulbs in their faces as they waited on the 
docks. The pictures made the newspapers and were 
newsworthy. But probably some of the finest pictures 
were made by a photographer who used long-focus 
lenses and worked from a distance, knowing that he 
could never intrude on the privacy of these people in 
such a period of stress. 

Professional photographers, especially newsmen, be- 
come very calloused and accustomed to shooting off 
flashbulbs in people’s faces. In their defense, it must 
he pointed out that this is their job and their liveli- 
hood depends upon their making pictures. When they 
have to get the picture to keep their job, they get the 
picture. 

But most amateurs are not in this category, so they 
seldom develop this ability to move in close to their 
subject without being sen- (Continued on page 92 )

What are my rights? 


J. Emmett Cade of Westwood, N. J., asks: 


“How far can an amateur go legally’? . .. What are the legal 
rights of a little fellow with an unobtrusive 35-mm camera as he 
travels about from place to place, recording what he feels might 
be interesting, artistic, or exciting’? . . . There have been only 
two or three occasions where I have been thwarted in any serious 
way: once in a large department store in Canada and once in a 
legitimate theater in New York State. What are the individual's 
legal rights in such instances? . . . **

\ photographer’s camera may accom 
pany him almost anywhere he may be 
at home, on the street, in the theater, o1 
at a museum. And his right to use that 
camera wherever he may be is essential- 
ly unrestrained. But a few rules restrict 
the use of cameras, both as to place and 
subject matter, and every photographer 
should know them. 

It’s first very important to distinguish 
between the right to take a picture and 
the right to use that picture, as in pub- 
lishing it, for example. The use and pub- 
lication of pictures is a more complex 
question that is not of immediate concern 
to most amateurs. The one general lim 
itation that applies to the right to take a 
picture is that the photographer must not 
commit a nuisance or interfere with 
others when taking a picture 

Photographers have a clear right to 
take pictures on public streets and high 
ways, unless some local ordinance might 
restrict this right. The chief problem is 
somewhat the reverse. Sometimes indi- 
viduals will try by physical assault to pre 
vent a photographer from taking a pic 
ture. In such instances, the courts have 
always upheld the photographer's right 
to take pictures in a public place. Some 


years ago. New York state made it un

lawful even to injure the apparatus of a 
news photographer engaged in the pur- 
suit of his occupation in a public place 
or gathering. 

Yet the law is clear that a museum can 
establish its own rules and regulations 
for the taking of pictures. Some simply 
prohibit any use of photographic equip- 
ment, while others will not allow flash or 
tripods.

affecting photography to come before the 
courts in recent years has been the appli 
cation of a rule made by the American 
Bar Association many years ago restrict 
ing the taking of photographs in the 
courtroom. This rule is known as Canon 
35, and its language is harsh and restric 


tive regarding the taking of photographs 


or doing anything similar which might 
create a disturbance. 

Press photographers in particular have 
gone to great lengths to prove that the 
careful use of a small camera does not 
create a disturbance. They have demon- 
strated that they can 
noticed by

anyone in the court, includ- 
ing its officials. Despite the severe criti- 
cism of this rule by photographers, the 
inherent right of a judge to control the 
conduct of a trial over which he presides 
is indisputable. So whether anyone, in 
cluding amateurs, may take pictures in 
the courtroom depends upon the rules of 
the particular court

N SPITE of the prevalence of 
inexpensive exposure meters, wide- 
latitude films, and reliable cam- 
eras, exposure errors continue to 
be the most common cause of pic- 
ture failures. Don’t you be among 

Incident-light meter this summer’s crop of disap- 
pointed picture-makers because you 
ignored or forgot a few basic rules 
about exposure. The pointers given on 
these four pages will help you score a 
high percentage of successes in most 
outdoor lighting situations. 

First problem is film. Unless you’re 
shooting on a dark overcast day, or in 
deep shade, avoid using a high-speed 
emulsion. Medium-speed films offer am- 
ple speed for most outdoor picture-tak-

In 
other words, don’t rely on readings 
made while the camera is held in shoot 
ing position, but move it close to the 
subject for comparative readings of 
shadow and highlight areas. 

The problem of lighting contrast 
both too little and too much—is covered 
on the following pages. Outdoors in 
summer, excess contrast is more likely 
to be the problem. Exposure and devel- 
opment controls can help to a degree 
but if the lighting is very contrasty 
then proper use of an exposure meter 
becomes especially important. Take a 
reading of the darkest shadow areas and 
the brightest highlights. For the widest 
possible coverage use a compromise ex 
posure—slightly on the highlight side 
of a mid-point between the two extreme 
readings.

USE PRINTING-OUT PAPER 


For a quick set of contact prints you don't need to set up all your 
darkroom equipment. Instead, use printing-out paper, like Kodak’s 
Portrait Proof. The minute your negatives are dry you can place 
them on a sheet of printing-out paper (emulsion to emulsion), lay 
a sheet of glass over both, and then expose by sunlight or tung 
sten light. When the paper turns to a deep red-violet at the edges

CARRY TWO CAMERAS 


Iwo cameras are faster than one! For real versatility and conven 
ience have two on hand when you shoot. You'll not only save re 
loading time with two cameras, but, if there are different lenses 
on the cameras or you have color film in one and black-and-white 
in the other, you'll be prepared for any situation.

USE BRIGHTER ENLARGING BULB 


\re your printing exposure times too long? If they run much 
more then ten to twenty seconds——with the lens properly stopped 
down-—replace your enlarger bulb with a brighter lamp of the 
same size. The most common enlarger lamp is the No. 211. Step 
ping up to a No. 212 cuts exposure time in half. A No. 213 will 
halve this again. A 213’s only drawback is its average life of only 


three hours. but it’s sometimes worth it. 





REMOVE EXCESS WATER FROM PRINTS 

You can cut drying time greatly by sponging off excess water be 
fore you put your prints in the dryer. You'll get better looking, 
spotless prints this way too. You might use a squeegee, a towel, a 
sponge, or even a blotter, but make sure that whatever you use is 
clean—that goes for the surface you have your prints on too. Re 
member it’s best to work from the middle of the print towards the 


edge so you won't wrinkle the print or chance peeling the emulsion. 





USE RAPID FOCUSING TECHNIQUES 


You'll save time where it counts if you use these three tips for 


rapid focusing. First, practice focusing so that you can do it 
quickly and accurately when you're actually shooting. Second, 
know the point where the crucial action will take place and pre 
focus on that spot so there will be no lost time when the action 
oceurs. Third, focus on the lightest and most clearly defined part 
of the subject, like a collar or a person’s eye.

You will be aided 
by the fact that many shots will not re 
quire absolute synchronization since you

For other sounds (a parade, background 
noises, atmosphere such as boat whistles 
and airplane engines) this system is 
natural. The sound is no better, of course 
than that obtained through the use of a 
standard tape recorder, but with all the 
other paraphernalia a movie maker must 
carry with him the size and weight of 
this machine make it a decided advan 
tage to the cameraman who wants to pick 
up sound during the action. The Midge 
tape would be particularly useful when 
making a movie of a wedding or other 
function at which a good deal of equip 
ment would be conspicuous and bulky 

You don’t have to be a hi-fi expert to 
operate the Midgetape. It runs on tran- 
sistors, and the only time it’s necessary 
to open the case is to change tape or 
batteries. 

It records at 1% inches per second, and 
records up to an hour and a half on one 
tape cartridge. Tapes may be reused by 
simply re-recording on them.—
